MEMORANDUM FOR HONORABLE J. EDGAR HOOVER 
DIRECTOR. FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 


This refers to your memorandum of August 30 
concerning recent California legislation relating to 
the use of the dictographs. This Act was approved by 
the Governor on May 31, 1941 and constitutes Senate 
Bill 29, Chapter 525, adding a new section to the 
Penal Code to be known as Section 653h. This statute 
provides as follows: 

"Any person who, without consent of the 
ovmer, lessee, or occupant. Installs or attempts to 
Install or use a dictograph in any house, room, 
apartment, tenement, office, shop, warehouse, store, 
mill, barn, stable, or other building, tent, vessel, 
railroad car, vehicle, mine or any underground por¬ 
tion thereof, is guilty of a misdemeanor; provided, 
that nothing herein shall prevent the use and instal¬ 
lation of dictographs by a regular salaried peace 
officer expressly authorized thereto by the head of 
his office or department or by a district attorney, 
when such use and installation are necessary in the 
performance of their duties in detecting crime and 
in the apprehension of criminals." 

In reply to your inquiry, it is my opinion 
that this statute 4oes not apply to Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation when acting in 
the performance of their official duties, since an 
agent is covered by the term "a regular salaried 
peace officer." 

In order to comply with the statute in 
each instance, the installation should be expressly 









authorized either by you or by the Special Agent In 
charge of the field office to which the Agent Is 
accredited. It may also be authorized by the United 
States Attorney. 

X may add that this statute does not apply 
to the use of a microphone If such microphone Is 
Installed outside of the premises that are \inder 
surveillance euid In a room either temporarily occu¬ 
pied by the Agents or with the consent of the person 
who Is the occupant of the room.

If it is decided that technical surveillances are 
necessary and justifiable in these cases, the Bureau will be 
promptly informed.
